October, 1962, of the periodical entitled “Poking Review”, published by Peking 
Review Pal Wan Chuang, Peking (37), China and printed In the People’s Republic 
of China, and every copy of the said Issue and all other documents containing 
copies, reprints and translations of, or extracts from, the said issue to be forfeited 
to the Government on the ground that the articles entitled "China Puts Forward 
Three Proposals To End Border Conflict, Re-open Negotiations and Settle Sino- 
Indlan Boundary Question Peacefully”, “Statements of Chinese Ministry of National 
Defence" and ‘It's Nehru Who Refuses to Negotiate And Who Orders Fighting” 
contained in the said Issue, the publication of which Is punishable under section 
2 of the said Act, question the territorial integrity and frontiers of India in a man¬ 
ner which Is Ukely to be prejudicial to the interests of the safety and security of 
India by reason of the fabrication of data In the said articles with a view to ques¬ 
tioning the validity of McMahon Line as the International boundary of India.

in a manner which is likely to be prejudicial to the interests of the safety and 
security of India by reason of the fabrication of data in the said articles vdth a 
view to questioning the validity of McMahon Line as the International boundary of 
India.
